seen an advance in all the items that make for 
stus-ess in <-onuection with racin;; and, keepiuj; 
pace with the cuustautly Krowini; patromiKc that 
lias Ixs-ii b<*stow«sl uisjii the simrt, the schedules 
have IKCII expanded little hy little as occasion 
warranted it until, as has Iss-n said, the latest 
disision practically restores the schedule of the 
Percy -Cray law rej:iine when New York racius at- 
tainiMl its t;r<*at<*st plory. Tin* i*xt(*nsion of the sea- 
son is only a n.itiiral outeome of the wonderful 
jine|K'rit.v that has attended all the ni«*etln(;s con- 
ducted on the nietro|Nditan circuit so far this year. 
It is nniversall.v atrnssl that raeint; has now lM*<‘n 
so well rehaliilitated under the wise and fosterinj; 
isiiitrol of the JiM'key fliih. that !io fear u«*i*d Ik* en- 
tertaiinsl as to its future, so long as the present 
Isdicies ar<* adliereil to. Tlie 4<n-ke,v t'luli has Ins ii 
liiiilding wlsidy and well and there is no ijuestion 
hut that the s|M>rt now <M-ciipies a sIrong«*r imsition 
than ev«-r Is'fore in luihlic estimation. 

ORAL LAYERS ARE HEAVY LOSERS. 

If re|<orts are to In* relied ii|ion. it has not la*en 
a profitahle season so far for the men who take 
t!ie ’•liying” end of the sjsirt in connection M’ith 
tile racing. With few exc«d>tious. it is said, their 
halance is on the wrong side of the ledger. Then- 
are man.v_ shn-wd and sharp stud*-nts of form gath- 
en-il here, who are more than holding their own 
with the la.vers. As a general rule, this class has 
pn»s|M*nsl in transactions with the oralijsers. Sam 
Poggett. one of the best-known of the cliihhousc 
<-oinmissioncrs. is said to lie an exception to the 
rule so far as the layers are concerned, rumor 
< rediting him with.ls-ing a handsome winner on the 
si-ason’s transactions. Kil Sonic, who figures ;is a 
••oiisisteiit winner on the turf season after season, 
is a ^•luhllouse patron who has r<*ason to regard tlie 
si-asou’s results with isiniidacenc.v. according to re- 
jsirt. John Itr.ike. v.iio renewed his interest in 
affairs of the turf not long ago. is said to make 
his pres»-ins- felt at friMpient intervals, to the dis- 
i-omfiture of the m<-n who quote odds for him. 

The hors«s from the west tiiat have Ihhu racing 
at the Empire City track, have failed to perform 
up to the exiM-etatious of the easterners and little 
eousideration is now In-ing given to starters from 
the few Kcntm ky staldes that came here at the 
clos«- of the laitoiiia mis-ting. As a matter of fact, 
tlie Keiitui-k.v reiireseiitatioii at Empire Cit.v this 
si-asou is far less formidable than in any season 
sines* Jame*s Uutler otH-ne*d this track as a thor- 
oughbre-d racing «-enter in l!Rl7, and attracted a big 
esiiitingciit of stables from the west as a natural 
re-siilt of having engaged M. J. Winn to manage tlie 
rai-iiig. Every meeting conducted at Empire City 
until this s4*asoii has lieen participated in by nu- 
merous stables from Kentiick.v, but for .-auiie reason 
or other, the western repn*seiitation is exe-t*islingly 
light this se-ason and the calibn* of the few horses 
that have e-ome from the west is decidislly uu*iliocre 
and by no means representative of western stables 
as a whole. 

WESTERNERS NOT AS STRONG AS USUAL. 

All oI till* Kentui*ky stables of iironiineuce that 
came «-ast this s«-ason, went direct to Saratoga to 
await the o|Huiiig of the August m«*eting at that 
resort. Some of them will iindoubtedl.v be heard 
froui during the month of racing at the Spa, but it 
is doubtful if the western contingent will cut as 
much figure i-ven at Saratoga this s;-ason as usual. 
It seems likely that the stable of Edward It. McU*au 
will la- <-alh-«l iiiaiu to uphold the prestige of the 
west more fns|Uenti.v in the iiu|Hirtant events to 
Is- run at Saratoga, than any other establishment 
which «aime from that section to clash with horses 
t'lat have Is-en racing in the east. And Mr. Mela-an 
is reall.v an easterner rather than a westi-riier. It 
is true that he has extensive interests at Ciu<-iu- 
nati. but had not his hors<-s been campaigned this 



SOME GREAT UNBEATEN TWO -YEAR- OLDS IN THE 
HISTORY OF TEE AMERICAN TURF 



While few years jiass without the apiiearance of 
two-year-olds Unit emerge from their initial seasi’n 
in racing undefeated, thanks to Ix-iiig subjected to 
the test of €sini|H-tition on comparativel.v few o<-ca- 
sions and in nnslerate (-ompaiiy, it is only lu-casion- 
ally that the two-year-old of the highest class, 
<-oiii|teting with its coniiK*i*rs and picking up the 
IM*nalties that its successive triumphs entail, retires 
at the i*nd of its two-year-old season with an un- 
tarnished retsird. The past few 3 'ears have brought 
only one that measures up to the standard in mind, 
even although during the TR-riiHl of depression from 
which the turf in this country has emerged, 
some juveniles of undoubtedly high-elass have la-en 
ill action. The last but one such was the brilliant 
Colin, whose achievements in 1907 staiuiM*d him as 
one of the most extraordinary thoroughbn*ds that 
America has 'inMliiciHl. The readers of Ilaily Uaciiig 
Form nia.v Is* interested in a resume of the racing 
rei-onls of the iiiilH-ateii juvenile stars, whose feats 
entitle them to inclusion in this highly exclusive 
class. 

GEORGE LORILLARD’S STAR. SENSATION. 

Sensation was a Is-autifiil brown colt of faultless 
action and great spe«-d. In his time tracks were 
deeii and slow and the richest stakes wer^ scant 
in value compari-d with those provided for tlie 
jiivenile racers of later days, lie met all the 
gi*od .voungsters of his time and vanquished them 
conclusivelj-. ,\11 of his r:n-t*s were for stakes. 

He was the propert}' of George Lorillard tliroiigliout 
his racing can*er, which only covered his year of 
triumph. Sickness in the winter following his two- 
year- old racing iucatKicituted him from furtlier 
sere-ice on the track. Subsequently he was a suc- 
ce*ssful sire. His racing rt*cord, the j-ear be*ing 
1879. was as follows:

TREMONT, THE BLACK WONDER OF 1886. 

The year 1886 was otie of great triumphs for the 
IKiwcrful stable owned by Dwyer Brothers, no 
horse contributing more effectively than the black 
two-j-ear-old colt, Tremont, bj- Virgil — Ann Feif, by 
Lexington. He was a triil.v wouderfiil two-year 
old, excecdiiiglj' quick on his fe*«*t, and usually 
awa.v from tin- imst so fast that his oiqiouents were 
beaten from the start in vain efforts to match the 
electric siH-ed at once develo|H*d. In none of 
his races was there even aiqiroxiniately a close 
finish, exciiit in the solitary instance of the Surf 
Stakes at Slieeiisheud Bay. Here, in a bad start, he 
was practicall.v left at the iiost, but took after 
the others ,-iud fiuall.v won from Queen of ElizalH-th 
hj- three-quarters of a length. In all of his other 
rac«*s it was Tremont first at the finish in a canter 
anywhere from three lengths to ten lengths in 
front. In the Junior Chainpion Stakes he defeati*d 
such a celebrity as Kingston by eight lengths. Tre- 
niont's season’s record was as follows:

HANOVER WAS TREMONT’S UNDERSTUDY. 

In the same year that Tremont ran, 1886, Dwyer 
Brothers had another unlM*aten two-year-old colt 
that subs<><|ueiitl 3 ' was a mighty race horse in other 
years, while 'Tremont’s racing was all done when 
he was a two-year-old. This other colt was Han- 
over, a ehestiiut colt bj* Hindoo— Bourbon Belle. 
Tremont was campaigned extensively, but Hanover 
was onl.v started in three races. His first essay 
was in the lIoiR*ful stakes at Monmouth Park, 
which he won from Fitzroy with some difficulty 
hy a half length. Then he won the Jiilj* Stakes 
from Oiieko, again hy a half length, but carried 
129 iHiunds to Oneko’s 119. His last race was when 
he won the Sapling Stakes from Kingston by two 
lengths. In after years, lK*sides being one of the 
highest -class racers of Am*-rican turf history, he 
also iM-c.-ime a great sire when ri*tired to the stud. 
His two-year-old can*er wa<:

THE NEVADA WONDER OF 1889, EL RIO KEY. 

El Kill Bey’s .rear was 1,8,89. He was a brother 
to Km|M*ror of Norfolk and probably, natiirall}', 
even a greater race horse. Tin* Eni|H-ror was a 
hay, lint El Rio Bey was a big chestnut of niag- 
nificent apiM-.-irance, a model of symmetry and 
power. He was bred, owned and raced by 'flu-oilore 
Winters of Nevada, His first start was in the St. 
iRiuis Brewers’ Stakes at St. laniis. Then he was 
brought to Chicago and at Washington Park won the 
Keiiwooil Stakes, IQ-ile Park Stakes and a purse. 
Taken east from hen-, he won the tlreat Eclipsi* 
Stakes, White Plains Handicaii and Diiimiow Stakes 
at the first meeting ever lii-ld at Morris Park. 
His flight of spis-d was meteoric and no weight 
was too much for his iHiwerfiil frame. In his first 
raw* at Washington Park, witli 123 iMiiinds up, he 
stumbled and almost fell directly after the start, 
going down so far that his face was squarely 
against the track, .vet he recovered and in an 
amazing flight of siK*ed, overtook his far-away 
conii>etitors and finally won from Lord Peyton by 
a length. Di-veloping lameness after winning the 
Dunniow, he was n*tin*d. He was trained the fol- 
lowing j'car, but, ft-aring he would break down, 
Mr. Winters conciudi*d to raee him no more. Yet 
it is a fact that he worked a mile at Washington 
Park in l:38-54^ with 149 iMiuuds up, then far 
faster than the mile record. His record was:

DOMINO, GREATEST OF AMERICAN WINNERS, 

IXiniino was a sensational two-year-old, a wonder 
of siKs-d, eouiage and ability to carry weight. His 
nearest aiiproach to defeat was in a match race 
with Dobbins, the two great colts ruiiiiiiig a dead 
heat. His year of two-year-old glory was in 1893, 
and in honor of the IVorld’s Fair he was sent out 
here to Chicago and paid his exiK*nses by capturing 
the rich Hyde Park Stakes at Washington Park. 
Otherwise, his triuniiihs were achieved over the 
tracks in the vicinity of New York. His record as 
a luoiiey-earniug two-.vear-old has never been 
closely apiiroached. his grandson, Colin, coming 
neim*st to it. His career as a two-year-old pro- 
duced the following results:

THE BUTTERFLIES THE STAR OF 1894. 

May 28, 1.894. Gideon & Daly started a iH-auliful 
bay filly b.v Sir Dixon — Mercedes in a purse rat-t- 
at Gravesend. Her name was 'The P.iitterflies and 
she won easily from I’liilonieiia, June 4. She won 
another purse at Morris Park, defeating Bidiciile 
and some other two-year-olds by two lengths. 
That was all the racing she did until she went to 
the post favorite for the Futurity at Sheepshead 
Bay August 25. She wtiii all the way. but onl.v 
defeated Brandywine by a gtsal neck in fast time. 
She was a great filly, undoubtedly, and even able 
to defeat the gn*at Domino the next year. Her 
short camiiaigu as a two-year-old was as follows:

COLIN THE CLEAN CUT CHAMPION OF 1907. 

Colin, the last gn-at two-year-old raced over 
-Imerican i-ourses. was the sensation of the season 
of 1997 on the New York tracks. He was the 
proiH-rty of the late James B. K**eue and was bred 
by that n-nowned turfman, In-iiig b.v the dead 
Commando — Pastorella. He raced only as a two- 
year-old and a three-year-old and left a record 
unsullied b.v defeat. .\fter filling three of his 
three -year-old eugageincnts in this country, he was 
sent to England, but went wrong in training in 
that country and was retired to the stud there 
without having raced abroad. laiter on he was 
returned to this i-oiintr.v and was purchased b.v 
Price McKinney of Cleveland. Ohio. While it is 
difficult to draw accurate comparisons lietween tin- 
crack racers of different pi-riods, it can lie said 
for Colin that many competent judges consider him 
the greatest thoroughbred that has ever graced the 
.\mericau tiirf. His thn-e-.vear-old success included 
the winning of the Withers, Belmont and Tidal

Relief from Hot Weather Brings

New York. July 2.5. — Pleasant relief from the 
torried weather hroiight a large crowd to Empire 
City track, the arrival of showers awoke them 
thoroughly and a gissl afternoon’s siiort was enjoyed. 

'The feature, the Sprightful Selling Stakes, fell to 
Till* Bo.v in easiest fashion. Bulldoze was si-eoiid 
and Clen B.v.-iii third. The latter was sore in the 
paddoi-k In-fore his apin-arauee on the track, lint 
was a game eoiiteuder in the raee, altlioiigli tiring 
at tile end. Sam Ihiggett made a thousand dollar 
advaiK-e bid when tlie winner was offered for sale, 
hue he was Isiught in. 

'The Hillsdale Handicap proved to be the real 
feature of tin* afternoon and showed the giHHl-looking 
filly Quietude at her best. Well ridden by Sande. 
Quietude was savtsl behind tlie leaders to the turn 
for home, then e.-ime fast through the strt-ti-li and, 
in a game finish, earned a close decisioii over 
Bhiiie Maiden. A heavy play was made on Gold 
'Tassel in this race, but liis chances were riiineil 
by trying to keep up with the fast pace set by the 
favorite Iiiia Frank. 

Eastern ract*giH-rs were given a good idea of 
jo<-key Saude’s riding ubilit.r today, llis excellent 
work ill tile saddle eoiitribiited in no small measure 
to Quietiide’rf siicc»*ss and was also a eoiitribiitiiig 
factor in Cliilliini’s victory in tin* o]ii*iiiiig dash. 
L'inh-r liis energetic liaiidliiig. Cliilhim was able to 
overtake and pass Diiiidn-ary in the last stride of 
a rattling good finish. 

'The finisii of the fifth raee was a thriller. Laz.v 
Isiu appeared to Ik* winning easily when entering 
till* stretch, but suddenly tired and it requin*d 
(k-.-iK-rate riding on the part of Troise to laud 
her a winner. At tlie <-iid Starter, which ran a 
reiiiarkalilc raee after Is-iiig far back and surrounded 
ill the early riiniiiiig, was onl.v a head back and 
gaining with every stride, while Firing Line was 
lap|M*d on him but a sliort length in front of (K-ean 
I’riuce. 

BE FRANK PROMISING YOUNGSTER. 

Again ill the closing race the result was in donbt 
to the final strides, when Toto. ju.-it barely lasted 
long enough to withstand the closing rusli of Ik- 
Frank. But for dropping hack right after tlie start. 
Be Frank would have won. He apiH*ars to be a «-olt 
of exi-i*ptional proiiii.st* that will improve with 
further racing. 

After tlic finish of the first race, the hand m<*t 
399 sailors of the U. S. Coast Guard under com- 
mand of Captain Garden. Iiilleted at Kiiig’s-Bridge, 
and escorted them down to the judges’ stan-l, where 
tlie.v were given a rousing reception. They then 
entered tlie grandstand, where tiiey enjoyed tla* 
da.v’s sisirt. 

W. Perkins quietly acet-pted an opiiort unity to 
load and ship for Saratoga within two hours on 
Wednesday night. 

J. W. May and the Brighton Stable are to ship 
to the Spa on Sunday. 

M.ix Hirsch was not downcast over Parip’s effort 
in the Knickerb«K-ker, and lias shipiM*d him to Sar.t- 
toga to fill his stake engagements, in i-onipaiiy with 
tlie remainder of the Loft stable. 

'Tlioiiias Sliaiiiiou lias sold Elisor’s contract to I’. 
-V. Clark. 'The Sunset, a oiie-liorse stable, has ob- 
tained second call and W. S. Kilmer has taken third 
call. 

Several ladles in the clubhouse purchased the 
available suiiiily of smokes and distributed them 
among the sailors in the stand. 

None was more ideased with the result of the 
first race than George W. Loft, into whose stable 
has latel.v come Gixlfrcy Prt*«*ce, Jr., the geutle- 
niaiily little rider who piloted the winner. Mr. 

I.oft promises to give the lad every oiqiortuuity to 
develop his talent. 

Janies Butler acted as host to the Murines at tlie 
refrt-shuieiit stand. They departed after the fifth 
raee. 'The crowd gave them rousing ctii-i-rs.

One of tlie most sticia-ssfiil and wididy known 
English trainers of tlie present time and an aceom 
idislKsl jo<key in his earlier days, paid tlie great 
dclit Monday. July l. ulicn W. F. Hoidiison died, 
coms-rning the dead turfman London Sportsman said; 

"Though he had hi'eii unwell during tlie winter, 
lie had sufficiently reeovered to Im‘ alsmt as usual 
and his d**mise lainies as a surprise. Roliiiison made 
Ids mark Isdli as a jock<>y and a trainer, and at 
various times many goisl horses were under his eare. 
Tliongli he had latid.v a comparatively small stabh* 
with F. I'lirzon as liis cliief jiatroii — it was a well- 
filled estahlislinient at one |M‘riod and he sent out 
(lie winners of man.v Important races. 

"Robinson was apiirentieed to the late Tom Uaii- 
non at Danebury, tliat has turned out a niimts^r of 
famous jmkeys. of wliom John Watts, the brothers 
‘Morny’ and ‘Kemmy’ Uannoii. and the hrotliers 
T, and S. Tsiates may is* mentioned as bright ex- 
amples, while Robinson himself aeliieved man.v 
notable siic<-esses in the saddle. He was seen to 
great advantage as a light weight and had his first 
mount in 1SS3. tlioiigli no raee was placed to his 
credit that season, nor did mtieli luck come his 
w:iy tlie fidlowing year. He receivial considerable 
Iiatronage in 188.5, when he gained a do»‘n hrnekets 
and in 1886 liad no fewer tlian 286 mounts, of wliieli 
lie got tliirty nine first past tlie post. He liad a 
great season in 1887. when he steered Kilwarlin to 
vietor.v in the St. I.a“ger in wh.'it was somewhat 
sensational race. Ids mount having Is'en left at the 
(lost. He attracted iiineh attention by his gotsl liorse- 
nianship on the Doncaster Town Jloor ami Lord 
Rodney, the owner of Kilwarlin. procured the can 
cellatioii of his indeiiturt's to Tom Uaiimin and be- 
c.ame ids first master. For his new patron he won 
the Uesari'witeli and it good stake on the tliree-year- 
olil Hnmewood. It was a lucky mount, as Moridng- 
ton Uanimii h:id Is'cn engaged to ride the eolt. Imt 
a cold kept him out of the saddle and Robinson 
tisik Ids place. In 1888 he won the St. la-ger for 
tlie second time on Ixird Ualthorpe’s Seabreeze, in 
addition to taking the Oaks on the same fill.v. .\n- 
(dlier ‘classic’ success was on Bonavista in the Two 
Tlions:ind Guineas in 1S92, wearing the colors of the 
late Mr. Rose. 

AS A TRAINER. 

“In the training profession he jiroved eonspiciinns- 
ly successful and made a name in connection witli 
the Lincoliisliire Handicap and the Brocklesby 
Stakes, of wldcli latter he prepared the winner on 
sover.-il occasions and Robinson sent out the winners 
of the Lineolnshire Handicap three .vears in sticces- 
sion. viz., Uloraue in 1896, Winkfield’s Pride in 
1897 and Prims" B:ircnldiile in 1898. Ulorane liad ae- 
coiinti'd for th<> Ro.val Hunt Uiip in 1895 and the fol- 
lowing .rear Rolilnson won the Cambridgeshire with 
Winkfield’s Pride. The last named was also siie- 
cessfiil in tlie ITix dii Cons<‘il Municipal at Paris. 
Wh:it a giMMl thing that Cambridgeshire was for 
Winkfield’s Pride — wliieh took a large sum out of 
the ring— was shown b.v his easil.v winning the Olil 
Cambridgesldre a <"Oiiide of days .afterwards. Prior 
to s«*ttling down at Foxldll, the deceased had be»"ii 
private trainer to Lird Gerard and afterwards train 
tsi for Mr. Bassett at Winchester. He also won giMSl 
ra«s>s for ‘Mr. Jersey’ (laid.v de Bathe) with Mer- 
man. Maluma and I'liiforin. One of Robinson’s siip- 
ixirters at Foxliill was Bower Ismay, for whom he 
trained Craganour and ho]Hsl to achieve with that 
colt the tsiveted distinction of winning the Derby. 
The son of IVsmond — Veneration II. had a highly 
suct-essfiil time iis a two-year-old. wli«‘n he was un- 
defeated and won. among other races, the Cham- 
pagne StJikes at Doncaster and the Middle Park 
Plate. Prior to running for the groat Epsom race. 
Craganour had easil.v won the Newmarket Stakes 
and 6 to 4 was taken alsmt his chance for the 
D<*rby. Tlie r.-iee jiroved to be one of the most sen- 
sational on record. Some of the jockeys did not dis- 
liiignisli tlieiiiselves by their horsemansliip and the 
result of a most unsatisfactory contest was tli.-it 
Craganour got liome by a liead front Aboyeiir, aliont 
whose chances lot) to 1 was ohtain.-ible at the start. 
The stewards olijccted to Craganour on tlie ground 
that In* jostled the second liorse and, liaving heard 
the evidence of tlie judge and deiuity judge, tlie.v 
found tliat Craganour, b.v not keeping a straiglit 
course, liad at one |i«int of tlie race siTiously in 
terfered with Sliogiin, Day Comet and AlKiyetir, and 
had afterwards buni|M>d and Imred AI»o.veur so as to 
pri'vent liis winning. They disiiualified Craganour 
and awarded tlie raee to Alioyeur. Needless to say. 
the result g.ive rise to no end of disiipimintment to 
the public and tlie owner of tlie horse and Mr. Ismay 
gave up raeiiig for some time and stild Craganour. 
who realized tlie substantial sum of 30,000 pounds.”

Tlie question of wliethiT roaring is liereilitary has 
long lieen tirodiictive of discussion, iinil while some 
aiitliorities liold that it is, others scout tin- idea. 
Possibly it iimy not be exactl.v hereditary, Imt 
it is reason.nble to siitipnse that the progeny of 
stallions or mares so affected are more predisposed 
to it than those descended from parents entirely 
fn>e of such infirmity. In Australia some roaring 
sires iiave race horses tliat eould get an.v distanei-. 
but otliers of tlieir descendants have “whistled” 
badl.v, to say tlie least of it. Bright Steel was 
en'dlteil with lieing a whistler when he left Eng- 
land, hilt tirobably the .Australian climate Is-nefitcd 
him. Anyhow, those who scoff tit the hereditary 
ide:i can (Miint out that his mating xvith Trinkett 
(a mare tidied for roaring earl.v in her career) gave 
the .Austr.-ilian turf a MellKiiirne Cup winner in 
AVosteniirt, and that others of Brlglit St*H>l’s sons 
Iiave done fiiirl.v over a distance. 

Si-veral roarers sent from England iiave been stud 
successes in Australia, and have been represented 
by winners at long distaiieos. Chatting alHiiit this 
W. .Allison (tlie Spt>ei:il Commissioner) writes as 
follows in the I»ndon Siiortsnian: 

“Tliere never was a worse roarer than Bill of 
Portland, nor was there an.v more siiei-essftil stallion. 
He sired .a Champion St.akos winner. Bobadil. and 
:i MellMiurne Ctt'i winner, Merriweo, and his sons. 
Maltster and Bobadil. are two of the liest stallions 
ill Australia at tlie present time. Grafton was an- 
other shocking roarer sent out from England, anil 
he, tixi, seort'd enormously, as, barring his wind, lu- 
well might do, N'ing a half-hrothcr (by Galopin) to 
rol.vnielns. l*eru, by Grafton, won tlie Cham|iion 
Stakes, tliree miles, in 190.S. Tartan, a gmnilson of 
I’rinee Charlie, won tliis raee in 1905. I mention 
tliese eases not bi'eatise they snrjirise me, in tlie 
least, hilt because so many people imagine most 
illogieally tliat roarers eaiiiiot sire stayers, 

ADVISES PURCHASE OF BILL OF PORTLAND 

“I remember advising, W. R. AVilson to hnj" an 
unsound ‘class’ horse — Bill of Portland — for l.tMKI 
guineas rather than a sound medliM-rit.v for tlie same 
■aim, and he took tliat advice, with gooil results; hut 
on the otlier hand, my dislike to mediocrities or bad 
horses may have been carried too far, for time was 
when I w:is asked by cable to advise whether Sim- 
mer (by St. Simon — Dntcli Oven) was worth buying 
for .Aiistnilia. I liad s«"en Simmer at Kingsclere 
when he was in training, and knew that he was too 
had to . 1 h‘ over started in a race. Mon*over, he 
was no beauty, so I advised against that purchase. 
Nevertheless, some one else sent him out, and even 
he sired gmsl winners, including two of the Cham- 
pion Stakt's, viz.. Dividend in 1995, and again in 
1907. Bobadil (son of Bill of Portland) got the 
Chanipiim Stakes winner, Peudil. of 19(KI. 

“From these and many otlier proofs at the .An- 
tipodes. we ma.v assume that roaring, from an 
lier'editary iioint of view, in negligible, and I ques- 
tion very much whether it is not etiiially so in 
England. It would Ix' hard to find a more tre- 
mendous roaring coniliination in any iiedigri>e tlian 
in that of Ajax and Adam, tlie famous brothers, 
wliieh eoniliined Ormonde, Prince Charlie, Cliiitta- 
mxiga (a terrible rofirer), and .Araucaria, tlie roaring 
last daiigliter of the roaring Pocaliontas. But Ajax 
anil Adam wer<" both of tliem sound ns a liell.”

“It was never imagined in tliis country, wliatever 
ahsnrilities ixditieians or jiriests might work up 
into so-called injustices to Ireland, tliat Irish s|xirts- 
meii would show the white featiu-r and r»‘fnsc to 
take on all eomi'i's at raeing or any other sixirt. 
However, the Irish Turf Ulub has .seconded the ef- 
forts of those wiio have so grievously curtailed r.ie- 
iiig in England by eonteniixirnneonsl.v ruling tliat 
no animals sliall be eligible to niii in Ireland unless 
trained there on and after June 21 this year. An 
exi-eption is made in regard to races of 
tint siieli an exception is negligitde. It is difficult 
at first to realize that siieli an obviously iinfriendl.v 
aelion shoitbl have tx-en ixTix-trated. hut the fact 
that it lias Ix-en, with the fullest intention, is 
Iiroved ill tlie ease of a two-.vear old fill.v. whose 
lease to raee in Ireland was signed in Engliind on 
June 20 and forwardeil to tlie Irish Registry office. 
Tlie fill.v herself was detained two or tliree days 
for the neeessar.v jx'rmit ami sliipping arrangements, 
and it is liebi that she will tlierefore ix" ineligible 
to run — exeeiit for G3(M* races. Tliis means 
"taking off the gloves.” and most p«‘ople in this 
country will lx> sorry that it is so; hut what can 
we ixisslbl.v do when even tlie Irish Turf Ulub 
acts on the traitorous maxim that England’s neces- 
sity is Ireland’s oii|Xirtnnit.v and assists the sixiil- 
sjxirfs wlio have stopped onr horses from racing here 
b.v stoiqiing them siniultancoiisl.v from racing in 
Ireland? AA’e Iiave the wlii)i-liaiid, and there will 
fte no harm in showing that it can lx- iis«"d b.v 
excluding Irish-bred stock from being sold or raced 
in England iiiiless tliis most itnfrieiidl.v ruling 
against English race Iiorses is at once rescinded. 

AN EVIL INFLUENCE HINTED AT. 

“There can Iv no n’ason for any such ruling 
having lx"<'n ndo|ited. except in defen'iieo to Sinn 
Fein terrorism, for no Irishman will admit that 
his nativc-bnsi stix-k is so had that it has to be pro- 
tected from English com|x>tition. The hated Saxon 
has always taken on all comers from every part of 
the world without demur. There is no English 
owner or trainer wlio would willingly ndojit a 
ixilie.v of exelnsion of any Woodstix-k, wherever 
it may come from, but it seems )x>yond qiiestien 
that this will have to he done as regards Irish brml 
stix’k now that the Irish Tnrf Ulnb have thrown 
down the gauntlet. It may lx* that negotiations are 
still ixisslhle and that the Sinn Fein powers have 
hriuiglit these hitherto good sportsmen to a condi- 
tiiiii no longer normal; but tlie.v ari" np against 
something pretty strong when they embark on op- 
Iiosition to British-bred and trained bbxxIstiH-k. 
TIteir own marki"t for selling and raeing in England 
ran easil.v Ix" sliiit down and the jirelimiiiaries to 
that end are now lH"ing gone into. AVe all tlioiight 
we had friends in Ireland among the sixirtsmen, 
and that the horrilile Irish question was merely a 
ixilitieal phantom, but now we find that even the 
Irisli Tnrf Ulnb has lx*tra.ved us — for they can bard- 
I.v Iiave passed their rule merely to jirotect Irish 
Iiorses fnim lx‘iiig Ix-aten by English.”

She carries no liimlier, and is a light -fleshed filly 
which may easily 1 h- the Ix-st of the season, though 
it is yet full early to come to any delinito coiicliis- 
iou on that isiiiit. From the smart Coiifey she had 
a pull of ten iHiiimls in the weights, but as the 
gray daughter of The Tetrarch In-at the daughter of 
Polynieliis by two lengtiis and a half, she niillifled 
her advantage in tin- matter of weight. Chiffn- 
d’.Vmour had a gmsl nu-e with Giiilded V’anity, 
which «-oneeded thn-e iHiunds to the winner, but 
then- was a little ease in the manner in which 
('Iiiffn- d’.Vnioiir smn-d, though it has to lie borne 
in mind that GiiUded A’aiiity was making her first 
apis-araiice and ran somewhat “gn-en.” She showed 
gn-at sjieed. and is a worthy dest-eiidant of the old 
Irish strain from which she conies, that of Fraiilein, 
b.v Pride of Prussia. Giiilded V'anity is a daughter 
of Orli.v, whose death was a big loss to breeders, 
Irish and Eng'ish alike, and the sustaiiicHl success 
of his pnigeiiy ought to direct attention to those 
sons of his at the stud. Ballyeastoii had to put his 
iH-st foot fon-iiiost to win the $2,500 Nursery from 
AVetonah and tlraiiard, and if one credits the n-ports 
ciirn-ut coiK-c-riiiiig his high class at home, we must 
conclude that it was his want of exiM-rience which 
made it so near a thing for him with the other pair, 
iKith of which were pn-vious winn.ers and were 
allowing weight to the son of Marcovil. 

OTHER PERFORMERS, 

In the handicap class the best iierfomiances were 
tliosi- of Athlone and Timler. The former is a son 
of Orby. and the first produt-e of Celone, a daughter 
of AA'avelet’s Pride— Eryholme (dam of Aiichora). 
by Hazelhatch, so that while he gets staying quali- 
ties through AVavelet’s Pride, he has siiec-d through 
Orby and Hazelliateh. Athlone won the $2,.500 Flat 
Bath Stakes after a good set-to with the smart 
Lovely Morning, and as the son of Orby was in re- 
ceipt of only live iKiiinds from his two years older 
rival, it is clear there was much merit in his 
achievement. Atlihuie belongs to Mr. Cnllinaii, who 
boiigiit him as a yearling for 3.50 guiheas and I have 
little doubt he is one of the siH-c-diest horses in 
training in Ireland. Timler won the St. Patrick’s 
Handicap, also of the value of $2, .500, and his vic- 
tor.v was, I think, gained much more easily than is 
generally thouglit. He goes on improving, and has 
claims to be considered the best three-year-old in 
Ir»-land. It is unfortunate that he was not in either 
the Irish Dt-rby or the Irish St. Leger, for he must 
have had a good chance of winning one or the other, 
laist year his riiiiiiing seemed to show that siiee<l 
rather than staying was his forte, but clearly, in 
view of his success at Baldoyle over a mile and a 
half, and at the t'urragli over a mile, that estimate 
net-ds to be revised. — Dublin Letter to London

name. 

Ill the so-called halcyon days of the spurt of kings 
men bet on jockeys as much as on horses. “Pitts- 
burgh Phil’’ Ix-t almost exclusively on the mounts 
that AVillie Shaw rode. 

Fred Taral, Six-m-er, Bqrns, Kedferu, Lester and 
Arthur Keiff, Joe Notter and Herman Uadtke and 
AValter Miller had followers who bet on every liorse 
they threw a leg over. 

Larry Lyke is the first of the present-day riders 
to attain anything like the following of the riders 
of yesterda.v. There are any number of iieople 
tn-tting on Lyke now, regardless of his mount. 

Last Saturday at Empire City, Lyke rode four 
winners. His other two mounts finished second. 
AVhich is a iiretty fair average for a bettor to play 
to. 

Lyke is generally regarded as one of the greatest 
riders in the t-ouutry. His prestige is enhanced by 
the fact that Johnny Loftus is on the ground. 

Loftus. until his run-in with his employer, A. K. 
Macomln-r, some time ago, -was generally rated as 
Lyke’s suiK-rior. But Johnny is not riding now, and 
there is little iirosiiect apparently of his mysterious 
siis|M-nsion lieing lifted. 

Th<-re are not many gocnl lioys riding toila.v. AA’hich 
makes the siiiieriority of riders like Loftus and Lyke 
the more appart-nt. Frank Uoliinson, who rides for 
Harry Payne AA'hitncy, and Joe Buxton, who has 
succeeded Loftus as pilot of the Macomber string, 
are the la-st of tlie others. 

Till- rarest thing in riders is the boy who can suc- 
i-c-ssfully pilot two-year-olds. In this phase of 
horseniaiisliip Frank Uobiiison seems to be a bit be- 
yond even Loftus and Lyke. 

It is a hard thing to get a baby racer off well in I 
a large fiehl. They shy at the barrier and run all 
over tlie track when they do get away unless care- ' 
fully and skillfully handled. 

Lyke is the all-around rider ofthe hour. He is a 
youngster just turned twenty. It is to be hoiied taat 
his success dot-s not turn his head, as it has those 
of s<i many great riders who have gone liefore him.

CONSERVING LIVES OF ARMY HORSES 

First Organized Attempt Being Made to Carefully 
Guard Our Equine Warriors. 

'Tliis is the first war in wliicli any organized at- 
tempt lias Ix'en made to conserve tlie lives of liorses, 
sii.vs Frederick J. Haskell in tlie Cliicago Daily 
■News. In tlie Crimean War, and even recently in 
the war of the Balkans, liorses were sacrific’d on 
an enormous s<-ale. 3'ales of horses tliat lay for 
da.vs, woiiiideil and Iiidpless, on battlefields, de- 
serted by an ndvaneiiig arm.v; of blind liorses tliat 
died a slow dejitli of starv.ation, and of rivers 
changed to red h.v liorses’ IiIiksI. were sufficiently 
liorrihle to start a movement among liurse lov(>rs to 
prevent their reenrrence. But it is fron an economic 
rather than a sentimental imiiit of view tliat tlie 
lives of liorsi's ar.i so carefully guarded in tills war. 

It is tlie same kind of '•conomy that demands tli*' 
eoiiservation of all liiiiiian wreckage ,.f the hattle- 
fiehl. and of metal slirapnel as well. it is the 
ei'ononi.v tliat has created a reconstruction force 
eqii.ill.v as niinieroiis, eqiiall.v as scientific and 
•'iinall.v as iiecessar.v as tlie force of d'-stnietion. 

33ie liorse that go*‘s to war tmlay is as can-fiilly 
protected, witli tli<‘ exception of iiisiiranee, as tlie 
man who rides iiim. He is chosen h.v piirchnsing 
officers witli as much care as to liis pli.vslcal capac- 
ity and siiitahility. When he gets to tlie fifing line 
ther<‘ is an nrniy veterinarian to look after him. 

Tlie pnreliasing of army horses is done by the 
quartermaster’s corps of tlie war department. After 
being passed ipwin h.v a purchasing Isiard of exiiert.s, 
tlie.v are hroiiglit in large numbers h.v agents of tlie 
war department to tlie liorse reeniitiiig stations, 
wlicre they are e.-irefiilly insiieeted by army veter- 
inarians. When a great many Iiors4>s are broiiglit 
togetlier miin.v are foiiml afflicted witli various 
maladies, sii'-ii as strangles, glanders and inflii- 
'•nza. Siicli eases are isolated and other liorses 
inociiI:ited with vaccines. 

The liorse’s temiMUatiire is taken and Ills tongue 
looked at. 33ie same drugs are administered as to 
human animals, niil.v (issir horse!) in larger doses. 

When tlie liorses are thoroiiglil.y inspected and 
their physical condition broiiglit up to standard, 
tlie.v are distribiiti-d among various training eani|>s. 
Even liere tliey are under close surveillance by army 
vet<‘rinariaiis. Living quarters must be kept clean, 
I'omrortalile and well ventilated. Drinking water 
must Is* fresli and iineontaniinated. Certain water- 
Isiriie disi'ases are contracted by horses. 

FORAGE SCRUPULOUSLY INSPECTED. 

Forage is scnipiiloiisly inspected by the veterina- 
rian. for tlie lior.se is fastidious alsiiit food, and has 
firm :ind unalterable habits of eating. TTnlike the 
amiable cow and the hog. the horse insists upon 
fcsiil being clean, not an iinreasonnhle demand when 
you consider tliat liorses are siibji-et to attacks of 
forage ]s>isoning quite as terrilde as tlie human 
ptomaim* poisoning. Furthermore, lie likes Jiis 
fissl to Is* serv<“d at the same time ever.v day. Ani- 
mals fed at different intervals every day lose their 
appetite and finall.v their robust healtli. 

T’lider tills elaliorate care, it miglit be expected 
tliat iiotliiiig could bapiM*n to disturb the life of 
tlie liorse. But there is still plent.v of work for tlie 
army veterinarian. Distributed nmoiig the various 
training camps are liorse hospitals in charge of 
veterinary surgeons, and horses becoming 111 or 
debilitated are Imniediatel.r removed to them. Here i 
tliey are treated, opi'rated iiisin, if necessary, and 
tlien put in a fine green meadow of eonvales<8*ne«*. 

Freqiientl.v a veterinary finds that there is noth- 
ing the matter with a liorse except liis teeth. These 
often b<*<-ome misslin!H*n from constant grinding and 
prevent proper mastication of foo<l. In this event 
lie is led into a hospital stall, his head plactHl in 
a skillful appliance tliat holds liis mouth oiien, and 
tlie army veterinarian proceeds to file or remove 
Ids bad teetli. Fortnnatel.v for the horse, how- 
ever. tin* nerves of ids t**etli an* dead by tlie time 
lie is six years old, and tlie.v suffer no pain in 
iiaving their ti*«*th treated. 

The veterinary corps is an imiKirtant division 
of tlie medical department, under Siirgeon-General 
Gorgas. It has a large p<>rsonnel, ineliidiiig 1.273 
officers. .500 reserve officers and l.tKKi enlisted men, 
:ill extremely busy, for tiien* are 3l50,tNl0 horses and 
inides in tin* Am**ricaii army. 

Ill Eiiro’s* tin* healtli of fin* liorse is gnardi*<l as 
earefnll.v as in tlds eoiintr.v. He is insiieeted at 
tin* port of disemliarkatioii and again when at 
moldlization camp. Army veterinarians accompany 
eaeli ilivisioti of liorses to tlie front. When a liorsi* 
falls in battle, .iiid tliere is no hoiie for his reeov- 
er.v, some one is tliere to shoot 1dm; if his wound 
will resiHind to treatment, lie is put in a horsi* ara- 
hiilaiiee and taken to tin* train for wounded horses 
lM*ldiid tin* firing line. 

VETERINARY SURGEONS REGULAR 3NIZARDS. 

Tlie veteriimr.v siirg<*ons in tliese liorse liospitals 
are wizards when it comes to turning wounded and 
woe-N-gone horse* into strong, healtli.v animals, 
t’nder a strong anaestlietic — usually elilnroforni — 
flii*y iierfonii marv**U>iis oiH*rations, extracting pie«*es 
of slirapm*! from the most delie.ate tissues, and 
even nieiiiliiig fractures. It is tlie rioHey to destroj’ 
:ill animals witli Ihhic iiijiiri**s apt .to make them 
'•ripples, since they are no longer of any use to the 
arm.v. 

Tlds practice is also based nion* noon eeononiy 
tlian irioii s«*iitinient. Horsi* fislder is tiM> valiiahle 
a product in a war-ri*hl**n country to siipiMirt a horsi* 
ill idleness tlie rest of Ids life, and then in EiiriqM* 
liorseflesli itself is an appreiiated eommiKlity. The 
EiiraiM-an, in tidnkiiig tin* matter over, lias deeiileil 
tliat tlie liorse is a iiiiicli cleaner animal tlian the 
cow or the hog. !iiid eaniiot unilerstand the American 
rcpiuiianci* for liorseflesli. 

new iiffliction to widcli liorses liave siiceiinihi‘tl 
recentl.v is sln*ll-sIiiH-k. .\rm.r veterinarians liave 
l8*en surprised to discover tin* existence of nenras- 
Ihcide liorses in tliis w:ir in alMiiit tlie same priqMir- 
lion as nciirastlii'ide mi*n. Heretofore the remark- 
alile courage of tin* liorsi* under fire lias Im-cii one 
of tin* most inniortaiit Lietors in ids use in war, 
lait now it iip|«*ars tliat the liorsi*’s nervous system 
is no more inviilncralile tlian tlijit of man. 

33a* arm.v veterinarian lias recently liad to add 
horse psyclndog.v to tlie iiiimeroiis studies atlaclicd 
to his profession, ami tin* attempt to wceii oat the 
neurasthenic liorses from tin* arni.v lii*fori* tlie.v get 
to till* front. 3'liere is no eiire, liy tin* wa.v. for a 
neiirasllu ide liorse; in* may respond lo treatment, 
hilt it is n.seless and even dangerous to put 1dm 
h.-iek oil llie firing line. 

Tliere is a private organization, known as tin* 
“Blue I’ross,’’ operating in Franee to reiialiilitate 
Wounded horses. 'Tin* first Blin* Gross liospital 
for lioiM-s was estaldislied at Ser.)ueaux tliree 
nioiitlis after tin* oiitlireak of tin* war, ami after tlie 
Britisli government liinl refused its ussistanee. Now 
there are five siieli hospitals, to wideli ilu* Freueli 
governnieiit passes on fits woiimieil liorses. Tliis 
org inizatioii also contriliiites veterinary ciiests for 
the treatiiient of horses on tin* firing line, and 
other gifts for tin* lH*iiefit of hors»*s. siieii as fmrt- 
alile forges, waterprisif lilaiikets, eanvas water 
■ roughs and liamlages. 

33iiis llie salvage of liorses lias lK*eome an imisirt- 
ant feature of nioiieru warfare. The unnecessary 



SOME GREAT PLUNGERS OF THE PAST 

Transactions in 3Xniich Famous English Owners 
Figured and Not Always Creditably. 

'There is no siieli Is-ttiiig now" as was traiis.-ieted 
in the fifties and sixties ami in tin* enri.v seventies, 
says the sisirtiiig writer of 3'riitli. Tlie last really 
great stake whii'li was land<*d over tlds rae** — tlie 
i'esarewiteh — w:is won b.r Koseh<*r.v. and two years 
earlier F. Swindell had hacked tin* Truth gelding to 
win h.v a long course of dextiTons, Imt 

?s*rf'*etly iiiisenipiiloiis. maneuvering. Mr. Swindell 
won a huge stake over IHd< ils*lIa. wideli liad b«*en 
tri'*d a certainty and slie came in alone. 

Tliere was an immense win over L*etiir<*r. Lord 
Hastings ldnisi*lf clearing 8M8I.IHIO. wldle tin* total 
wiiiidiigs of “tlie party” w<*re not l<*ss tlian .8'i.50.- 
OtMI. Wlieii the wc’iglits for llie t'esnri’witeli of 1S‘9> 
were piiblislied. Lord Hastings eonsidered that Ida 
liorses liad li<*eii unfairly ire.-ited by .\dniiral Rons, 
and tln*.v were* all struck c>ut. L’ctiirer wa.s not 
included in tin* band, as lie had l>e*‘n nominati*cl for 
soil!'* reason or anotlier l.y Ilic* well known I’eter 
Wilkinson. Ever.vfhiiig in tliosc* da.vs was iiticri.v 
eliaoMc* and liiigger-mngger in tin* department of 
ownership nnd iiarfnersldp, but iimli*r the presc*nt 
rules I>eetiirer would siirelj’ liave licH*n discpialified. 

33ie most sensatiomil race was tliat won 4>.v Lion- 
ess. as it led to unpleasant di*veIopmeiits wideli li:id 
fiir-r<*nehing r<*siilts. 4'olom*l ()iisel»*.v Higgins, wlio 
was one of tlie most isqmlar memlM*rs of tlie Jockey 
Club set, lind hcs*ii for s niic* time on intimate terms 
with J.imes Merry. He was eoiisnlti*d as to the 
iniiidng of Mr. ilerr.v’s liorses and was cpiite iM'Idml 
the scene’s in tlie stalde tactics. Lioni’ss wa« s.vs- 
tematieall.v “steadied” witli a vi<*w to her winning 
the Ci-siirewlteli. tlie coup Iiaving l>c*i*ii for several 
montlis in eoiiteniplation, but on tlds oc-casioii not 
only was Colonel Higgins kc*pt in tin* dark, but lie 
maintainc’d tliat In* liad lH*en delilM-rately misled 
and. tliat not onl.v liad in* tieeii put off backing 

file mare liiiiiself, but he liad preventi’d many of Ids 
a<‘<|iiaiiitain-c*s from siiiiportinj her. 

Mr. M'*rry, as was said of .*i eelel>rat<*d turf tae- 
tieiaii. had hc*en ”as sly as a fox and as mute as a 
mackerel.” Tlie fact was tliat lie gave Ids csim- 
mission to a shr'*wd iiian. wlio iindertcHik it only on 
reec’iving n most solemn promise tliat not a word 
should he* iitt«*red in reeummemlation of IJoness 
until tlie niimN*rs were up. Mr. .Merr.v ean’fiilly 

held ids tongue and, iiltlioiigh Lioness was obviously 
being backed for a great dc*al of money, iieitlier 
Colonel Higgins nor anyone else r<*eeivi*d a particle 
of eiieoiiragement from tlie owner. 

Wli«*n the niimiH'rs wen* lioisteil, Mr. Mc’rry IcMikecl 
out for Colonel Higgins, Imt in fliose days it was 
eas.v for men to miss eaeli otlier nt Newmarket 
just N’fon* siic*li a big race. One wmild la* in the 
birdcage and the otlier miglit be* at the ring, or in 
the crowd of Iiorsemeii, or in a carriage b.v tlie 

rcqv’s. Mr. Merr.v nn*t Lird Stamford, wlio was 
galhqiing to tlie ring and Ix'gged Idni. if be saw 
Colonel Higgins, to tell Idm to be sure to make 
Lioness .a winner. 

IRE OF COLONEL HIGGINS AROUSED. , 

However, the (ip did not arrive in time and di- 
reetl.v after Lion«*ss had won easily. Colonel Hig- 
gins galloiied lip to Jlr. Merr.v’s carriage, almost 

s|M*eehless witli fury and iissailed Idm piibliely 
witli a ric*li flow of invective, including swh eid- 
tliets as an* eommonl.v asscH-inted with Ananias and 
Baralibas. I,ord Stamford, who came up during the 
attack, vaiiil.v attempted to explain awa.v matters, 
Imt Colonel Higgins was implacable and vowed 
the only "satisfaction” would compensate for his 
grievances. 

Mr. Merry did not n*lish the prospect of standing 
opposite a hlcKHltliirst.v Irishman, wiio was known to 
b** a sure sliot, and later in llie day Lord Stamford 
was sent to confer witli Colonel Higgins witli much 
the same seen*t iiistmetioiis as were given by Lird 
St'*yne to Mr. Weiiliam when lie deputed him to 
meet Colonel Rawdon 4'rawley. Happily, the offer 
was referred for final decision to Admiral Rons and 
'!<*orge Payne, wliose strong ismimon s«*use and 
fine tact eiiiibied tlieni to pati*h up wliat Lird Bea- 
(siiisfield lias defined as “a bad-t<*mp»*red iinder- 
sta iiding.” 

Tilt* eplsiMle caused a gn*at fuss at Newmarket, 
but it was kept quiet, ns jM’ople were not in 
tliose da.vs so fimd of proclaiming 'piarrels and 
scandals as they an* now. It was this iiiifortiiiiate 
affair wlii'-h prevented Mr. Merry from iK’iiig 
el<*<*ted a inemlM*r of tin* Jo<*k<*y Cliih. 

A few years afterwards liis name was to la* put 
forward, imt Admiral Rous and Lird Ge<irge .tliiii- 
iiers advisisl tlie proposer and seconder to witlidraw 
the candidate, as it was nhsolntel.v certain that he 
would 1 m* blackballed. Admiral Rons was sensihly 
averse to subjecting a man of Mr. Merry’s iMisition 
on tlie turf to a public snub, as it might likely 
liave caused liiiii to sell Ills stud and give up racing 
altogetlier. In tliosi* days tin* names of candidates 
for tlie JiM-key Club were pnhlisbed in tlie Calendar 
before the ballot, so if a man was blaekhalled 
ever.v one knew of Ids failure. 

'Then* w:is a great to-do alMult 1S457, when the late 
Duke of Hamilton was hlackbiilled for tin* Jockey 
Cliili, and not only did tin* welkin ring witli the 
iiidignatioii of tlie candidate’s friends, but Admiral 
Rons iMiiiiti’d out tin* absurdity and folly of reject- 
ing a candidate of iiiiexeeptionalde iMisition who 
raced on a larg'* scale. At tliat time, however, 
tliere was a inisitlve craze for lilaekballiiig at New- 
market, and a ts*rtaiii clique vowed to keep out 
of tin* eliih any «*andidate eonneeted witli ”tbe 
city.” Liril Glasgow nearly always put in ii blaek 
hall, and for years one of tin* gn*at oliji’cts of his 
life was to keep Colonel Forester out of tlie Jockey 
Cliili.

LATEST DEVELOPMENTS OF GREAT WAR 



Hir di-vrlopniviits Hr»* ini|M‘ii<Iine on the Aisne- 
Mnnie- Klieims hattle front, aec-ordinj; to Assoeiated 
Pnots dispatelies of yesterday. 

.Mthoiich offii-ial advii-es are lac-kiii!;. iinoffioial 
r«-|iorts make it apm-ar that not only art" the allies 
rapidl.v eontinuiiii; the iiroe<*ss of oiistiiiK the tler- 
ni.-’.ns from their Marne salient, hut that a move- 
ment ma.v 1 k‘ in oroeess of exe<'ution hy me:ins of 
whi<-ii it is ho|H‘d to trail a goodl.v seetion of the 
tJerni.an erown nrinee’s army. 

Ilriving in on the west, the Freneh now are re- 
|sirt«*d to have reaehed a isdnt within thni- miles 
of the imiKirtant road jnnetion town of Fere-Kn- 
Tanlenois. when* eight roads, over whieh the Ger- 
mans move tnsiiis and siionlies, converge. 

On the easterly side of the salient, aeeording 
to uneiHifiriiK'd reimrts whieh have n*aeh«*d London. 
Itritish tnaips have driven in a great distanci* to- 
ward Fisnies. the n*al tlerman base for the district 
south of the Aisne. This town, eleven miles from 
the last n*!iort«*il isisition of the Itritish southwest 
of Uheinis, lies alxiut niidwa.v from the toy of the 
]MM-ket in which something like a half million 
tterinans an* mass«*d. 

East«*rlj- and westerly movements an* tending to 
•■onviTge to dost* the ]MH-ki*t. S^ieed set*ms to la* the 
watchword of the allies all along the line, as at- 
test«*<l by onlcrs on the American front to ignore 
nia<-hine gun nests and yress on. leaving detach- 
ments to deal with the German gunners. 

German n*ar guards have again hurled themselves 
at the pursuing ulli(*d foret*s on the north b.ink 
of the Marne. Itefon* the momentum of their blow 
tlH* allies wen* obligi-d to withdraw from the little 
wihhI to the north of the town of Treloup and wen* 
fon-<*«l back out of the village of Chassins, a little 
farther east. 

TIk* success of tin* Germans was. however, short 
liv«*«I. for they were immediately driven back by a 
renewial attack b.v the allies. 

It is estimated that there an* 40«,(MK) Germans 
lighting within the triangle, the sides of which an* 
being s<im*<*j«*<l by the allit*d forct*s. 

Obstinate n*sistaiic<* and the mgg<*d nature of the 
country «*onstitute olistacles in tiie wa.v of closing 
tin* pin«*«*rs at the narrow oiieiiing at Uheinis and 
Koissons, but the relentless pn*ssiire of the allies is 
gradually cmptyiiig the triangle of the enemy 
niasM-s. 

On the western front of the Soissoiis- Uheinis sali- 
t*nt tin* allied forei's have advanc«*d to an average 
depth of thn*e miles on a twelve-mile front during 
the last two daj's. 

A late dispatch of yesterday from the French 
army hea<l<|uarters brings the information that the 
tiermans des|H*rately counterattacked all around the 
seniicireh* of the Mann*. The met the must iKiwer- 
fiil n*sistanee from the Frt*iich, the Americans 
and the Itritish. Then* wen* a few fliietuatiuus in 
tin* Urn*, but the allies held well, n'S|Hiiidiiig in the 
most vigonius niaiiiier to every atteniyt of the enemy 
to advain*e. Fn*sh tnmys were thrown in by the 
allh*s to nn*«*t the ein*niy blow on both wings of the 
salient. The artiller.v duel was must violent, as the 
Germans had coneeiitrat**»l most of their gnus on the 
flanks. 



AUTOMOBILES NOT A LUXURY 



It illustrates the curious apartness from common 
life and knowl<*dge so often shown by our legislators 
tliat in Washington they have not yet noticed, or 
have not 3 ’et reali»*d, that the automobile has al- 
roady «-onie to la* a vehicle like another — that now 
in its various and many forms it is just as much a 
“iitilil.v,” and no niott* a “liixurj*” than an* horse- 
drawn carriages, wagons and trucks. 

For no roason except this failun* of lawmakers 
to ke«*p 11)1 with the times can it lie that in pre- 
liariiig the new rovenue bill the very first though 
of ev<*rylsKl.v engaged in the task has b«*t*n to put 
on automobiles of everj* sort a tax that will be 
burdensome in every case and prohibitive in not a 
fi'W. That it nia.v Is* ne«*essar>*, as the war goes 
on. through taxation to rostrict the use of auto- 
moliiles to real work is not unlikelj*. It has already 
lK*en done in Kiiroia*. and what can proiH*rly be 
called “pleasure riding" ct*ascd there long ago. I>ut 
the Kurotieau laws were iiass<*d and enforceil out of 
m*<*essit.v, not on the assumption that automobiles 
wen* tin* toj's of the rich, and that the more they 
wen* driven off the roads, the In-tter it would be. 

As a matter of fact, the automobile, to the large 
degroe in which it has taken the place of horses, 
des«*rves the same troatment and resjH*t;|; that horses 
do, and if pleasure riding sliould la* taxed — nobod.v 
would emnplain if it wen* — the imiMist should bt* laid 
without regard to the nature of the motive laiwer 
emplo.v**d. TIm* motor trui*k is no more a luxur.v. or 
li*ss of a m*<*«*ssitj*, thati is the truck drawn bj* 
horsi*s. oil which it is an improvement in so manj" 
wa.vs. As much as can la* said for all the other 
kinds of engined vehicles — whether thej* an* luxuries 
or not deiM*nds on the um* made of them. 

As for the saving of gasoline, whatever “the war” 
wants, of course, it must and will have — all, if it 
wants all. Itut the notion that then* is something 
vicious — something that might lie called essentiall.v 
iioness<*ntial— alaiut autiauobiles as distinguished 
from other vehicles is one tliat exists oul.v in legis- 
lative halls, and it is as absurd there as it would 
tie anywhen* else. There is nothing iH*«*uliar aliout 
the automoiiile ex<*<*iit its. modernit.v. — New York 
Times.

The d.ish of the American is the finest thing in 
the eombat. says a French officer writing from 
the front for a Freneh newspaiH*r. 

His letter includes these paragniphs: 

“At the sight of these men, magnifUent in their 
.voiith, physical force, giKal temiH*r and dash, the 
Germans fl<*,i *with every leg’ or surn*ndered with- 
out awaiting the order to throw away their arms 
and take off their susiK*nders, which is the first 
thing a prisoner is told to do in order that he 
may Ik* com|H*lled to keep his hands employed and 
out of mischi(*f. 

“The Germ.*ins hurricHl towar.t our lines gripping 
tlK*ir trousers, haggard and mad with terror. 

“Would that every mother in France wlio has 
lost a son in the war could have s«h*u that epic 
sight. They would have swn tlieiuselves revenged, 
ami it would have lK***n some consolation to tliem 
in their sorrow.” 

The Fronch art* iinpressionable iK*ople. a demon- 
strative |H*tiple, but the home letters of innumerable 
young Anieri(*ans in France breathe tlie spirit whieh 
the Freneh offic*er t*t*lebrales. The lioys are not 
braggarts. They are examples of youthful enthus- 
iasm undaunted. A letter from Lieut. Callahan, ah 
.\merican aviator, which has lH*en published by the 
Courier Journal through the courtesy of a relative 
who received it, descrilmd the Geriui'.n aviators as 
iKiiig “dud.” The term, he says, is English slang 
for ineffective, inept. To bring down a Hun, he ex- 
plains, is a simple matter after finding them. The 
large part of the undertaking is to find tliem and 
he exiK*cts to “get a few Huns i*oufirmed this 
wis*k.” 

German propaganda has sought to instill in 
.Vmcricans fear of the lioasted efficiency of the 
Germans. There is more than a touch of it in the 
Wolf Hureau reiMirt of the death of Quentin Ibsise- 
velt, described as “brave but inexperienced.” The 
inference sought to Ik* left is that young Americans 
of high courage are risking their lives against c*ool, 
capable, seasoned German aviators. 

The fact is that on laud, at sea, in the air, the 
.\mericans are finding the German “dud” oftener 
tjian they find them more efficient than themselves. 
This is due in great measure to the .\nierieaii sjiirit. 
It is the sporting spirit of a iR*ac»*-loving iK*ople 
who. forced to war by wanton affronts, go to war 
witlioiit the loss of their customar.v buoyanc.v, with- 
out tile loss of their sense of humor, witli the in- 
tention to make their undertaking as lively as iios- 
sible. with Yauk(*e self-reliance, grit and capability. 
Such soldiers will not die, or fight and survive, 
imiionored and unsung by those who write history. — 
L.misville Courier-Journal.

POISON GAS SHELL 



Soldiers and civilians on the westi*rn front droji 
the “s” from the plural of shell. With the fighters 
it is never “shells.” but always “siiell,” no 
matter how many. When ”50,000 gas shell, to say 
nothing of shrapnel and II. E., come over in twenty- 
four hours, an extra "s” is too trifling to bother 
with. 

Aerording to the siK*cial variety of their con- 
tents, iKiison gas shell are marki*d by the Germans 
witii colored crosses to distinguish them in loading. 
They have become known b.v their murks. The 
grt*eu cross shell contain diphosgene, the yellow 
cross shell innstard gas, the blue cross shell sneez- 
ing gas. 

Every now and then a iKiison gas shell falls to 
explode. These failures are known as “duds.” Gas 
officers collect them, even risking their lives to 
go out and get one that may have fallen short. 
esiK*<*iall.v wlien tin* eiu*my is known to be using a 
new kind of iMiison gas. Tiie offii*er picks it up, 
<*ouve.vs it to a laliratory behind the lines and, pro- 
tected b.v his gas mask, carefully oik*iis it and ex- 
amines it. ilucli valuable information has Ik-cu 
obtaiin*d in tliis way. 

Tlien* is. liowever, one iKiison gas used by the 
Germans wliicii, so far, has defied anal.vsis, not- 
withstanding its mephitic o<lor. This is the iKiison 
gas of the German iK*ace offensive. Some exiierts 
have ventured the opinion tliat it is a kind of 
sneeze gas. lK*cause whenever the Germans attempt 
to spray tin* .Ulies with it all the pacificists snesze 
and say “gpsimdlieit.” Although all iKiisou gas 
shell of tiie iK*aci? offensive variet.v discharged at 
the western front since the Italian retreat last 
year h.*ive failed to explode, the “duds” have dis- 
<*los<*d iiotliing to tiiose who have examined them, 
iK'cat'.se wlien o]K*ned in the iiolitieal labratories of 
the entente laiwers they have lieen found to be 
empty. Sor has their distinguishing mark given a 
clew to tin* kind of iKiison that should have 1kh*ii in 
them. lH*cuuse instead of green, yellow or blue, they 
an* painted with a double cross. I’erhaps one reason 
tin* “s” lias Ik’CU dropiied from the plural of shell 
is lM*(*ause the iHiisou of the German iK*ace offensive 
always is in the same old shell, manipulated by the 
•same old arlist in the same old shell game. — New 
York U<*rald.

HYMNS OF HATE 



Our Isiys in France slimit straight liecause they 
hate straiglit. Their fighting is fii*ree lK*cause 
their hatred of the Germans is the same. 

Tliey hate the Germans iM'cause they know that, 
ultiiougli tliey are soldiers in the sense that tliey 
are part of a military organization and in uniform, 
they also are eiitthniats. who munhr women and 
children and do so with genuine gusto, lK*cause it 
is safer tlian attacking an armed enemy. Nor 
liave our isiys in the trenches any fine spun theories 
as to llieir lH*iiig any difference lietwe(*n tiie German 
government and the German piHiple. They know 
that a |M*op|e that celebrates tin* sinking of the 
Lusitania witli ringing of Ik'IIs. displa.vs of flags, 
liolidays in the schools and other festivities, is 
just as cruel as the government tliat ordered tiie 
vessel sunk and that it is just as much to Ik* 
hated. They know, too, that there is yet to be 
heard a protest from the German lK*ople against 
the barbarities practiced by their armies and their 
navy, including the killing of nurst*s and wounded 
in hospitals, the sinking of Ited Cross ships and 
tile rutiiless murder of unarmt*d civilians. 

The Fren<*h and the English had to have lessons 
in hate. Early in the war an officer of the Ger- 
man navy, win, had Ik*cu taken prisoner and was 
alKiard a Itritish war ship bound for an English 
|Nirt, was given the courtes.v of the offii*ers' mess. 
He appreciated the favor and was expressing his 
regret that, under the circumstances, he could do 
nothing in return. Then up piiK*d a young mid- 
shipman !ind, wlioll.v unconsi-ious of the humor in 
what he was about to rt*<iuest, said; — 

“Y'ou might sing us ’The Hymn o’ Hate.’ We’ve 
heard of it, but haven’t hoard it.” — New York 
Herald. 



IF NOT HATE, LOATHE 



Soon, however, the English and the French 
learned that tliere was no treacher.v, no barbarity, 
on breai*li of tin* rules of civilized warfan* the Ger 
mans would not commit in their lust for world 
dominion. Woni(*ii and children slain in the stri*ets 
of laindoii and Paris b.v Ix'iiibs drop|H*d bj* German 
airmen constituted their first lesson in wlij* to 
hate. Others were not long in i*oming. 

Hut Anieri(*aus had learned their lesson lK*fore 
they went over. Every civilian man and alMive all 
every woman and ever.v child slain sank ih*i*p into 
American consciousness and stayed there. No greater 
wave of horror swept over England at the shooting 
of Nurse Cavell than over .\merica. Hate the 
Huns? We surel.v do and as snn*ly despise tliem. 

For hatred is tin* moral basis of war. A |Ksiph* — 
and a government is a iM*ople — has done something 
so monstrous either in delilK*ratel.v launching a war 
or in condneting it so savagel.v and inliumanl.v us to 
placi* itself outside the civilization — and tiermaii.v 
has done botli — tliat those who art* obliged to de- 
fend themselves b.v attacking the Heast are moved 
b.v a liatred so intense that, like the wrath of tiiNl. 
it sweeps, a d«*structive blast, over the hosts of 
evil. 

The “Hymn of Hate” was written in G«*rmaii.v to 
be snug there. Hut tiMlay it is iK*ing written in 
flushes in the sky on the western front and snug 
by tiie guns on the Marne. Those guns an* 
American. — New York Herald. 



FOND FATHER AT CENTURY MARK 



A fath(*r at 84 — such is the n*ccnt n*«*ord of Mr. 
Jackson, a north-country farmer. 

Men more patriar<*lial still have figured in the 
ranks of fatln*rs. Such a robust veteran was Sir 
William Nicholson, of (!lenlK*rvj’, a grand old S<*ots- 
man, who lived to nurse an infant daughter after he 
had passed his ninety-second blrtlidaj'. 81r William 
then had a daugliter alive of his first marriage, 
aged titj. He mairried his last wife when he was 
82. and had six children. 

Sir Stephen Fox’s last child was cradled when 
her father was within a few months of completing 
his hundredth year! Sir Stephen was born in H>27. 
and had by his first wife a daughter who died in 
infancy in IttVi. The child of his old age survived 
to the .year 1828, and was thus able to say, “I had 
a sister who was buried 173 years ago!” 

When William Prest, of UiiKin, was laid to rest 
in 1781). at tin* age of 108, he was followed to his 
grave by his eldest son, a veteran of 88, and hy 
ills j’oungest Iki}*, aged 15, who made ills apiK*arance 
when his father was within sight of his ninety- 
third birthday, and when his eldest brother was 72. 

Tlioinas Heatty, of Drumcondra. near Dublin, 
t*i*h*brated his one hiindn'd and second birthday on 
the day on which his youngest born entered the 
world, and when his eldest son had already seen 
73 years. 

Thomas Parr made his first trip to the altar at 
80 and lH*came the father of two children, and he 
was so full of vigor that he made a second matri- 
monial venture forty-two years later, when his 
years numbered 122. — Tid Hits. 



LONGER RANGE AT SEA 



Itumors that the German naval authorities an* 
preparing a surprise for the Hritish and allied 
llt*ets by installing longer range guns on warships, 
IKissibly double the range of toilay, are being heard 
from .\msterdam. The puriKise is said to Ik* to 
make a sortie against Uritain’s grand Meet in its 
harlKir at Scapa Flow, in the north of Scotland. 
Ue<*aliiiig how Con SiK*e’s suiK*rior range over- 
whelmed .'Vdmiral Craddock in Cliilean waters and 
liow he was avenged b.v Admiral Sturdee in the 
same manner, it may Ik* thought that German ships 
armed witli sniK*rgiins might thereby iMinibard the 
Hritish licet at a distance when* they would Ik* nn- 
ahle to roply effectively. 

Hudson Maxim admits the feasibility of trans- 
ferring the German sixty-mile gun to shipboard, 
but doubts the accuracy of its aim at sea. If such 
an attempt were made no doubt the Hritish and 
allied sea commanders will be roady to me*«*t it. 
Their suimriority in numlK*rs would offset any ini- 
tial gain the German siiiiergun might give. It has 
lieeu more than a mouth since the big gun shelled 
Paris, probably bt*cause of the activity of allied air- 
men. A long-range attack on the Hritish naval 
lieadqnarters would be sure to bring a swarm of 
aviators and submarines to the defense, while the 
closing in of the multitudinous allied sea craft 
would soon disiiose of the enemy’s advantage. — 
Pittsburgh Dispatch.

FULL PAY FOR CAPTURED SOLDIERS 



'riie Tn*asury I8*partmeut has ruled that full pay 
and allowances, including allotments to deiiendents, 
shall Ik* allowed to all soldiers taken captive b.v 
the enem.v, whetlier they Ik; officers or enlisted men. 
This coiintr.v has not lH*en able to n*ach an agrt*e- 
ment with Gernian.v in the matter of officers’ pay, 
and tiie ruling promises relief in a nunilK*r of cast*s 
in wliich the stoppage of allotments might have 
caused distress. 

Cp to tiie present no ruling has lK*eu made with 
regard to tiie pay and allowances of men and offi- 
cers reported missing. 'I'lie government should 
adopt toward them a generous attitude. It is of 
i*ourse ]K>ssible that its generosity would lie abused 
in some cases; a few worthless fellows, who can 
no more Ik* exclniled from the arm.v than they can 
Ik from other organizations, niiglit desert, and their 
deiKiidents get their pa.v. Hut the number of in- 
stances in which tliis would iKcur would Ik negli- 
gible and tiie im|Kisture could not Ik long sustained. 
To Ik* swindled out of a few iloHars or a gri*at many 
dollars would not be so bad as to deprive of support 
the families of brave men suffering misadventure. 

In fighting for justice and libert.v the United 
States can afford any exiKiiditure of money, but 
it eaniiot afford to be iKtty and mean. Nor can 
it afford by any act of parsimony to check the won- 
derful and inspiring spirit of nationalism that now 
anim.itts the iKople. — New Y'ork Sun.

VARIETY OF BATTLE PLANES 



-\meri<*an battle planes an* now beginning to make 
their apiKarance* on the western front, and while no 
details are available at the present moment re- 
garding the tyiKS in use, it is of interest to note 
the changes undergone by widely known tyiKs of 
domestic machines. Certain of our machines have 
taken on characteristics of German battle planes, 
such as tiie taiM*red front, proiKller init and fish-like 
fuselage, while others have taken on the character- 
istics of the French Spud and the Hritish Sopwith 
fighter. Tiie American machines in several in- 
stances are inclosing the V-shaiK'd engines, leaving 
onl.v the exhaust piiKs showing, and these are 
grouiKd into one piiK* on either side, which leads 
back and ends in a iKrforated taiK*r. One widely 
known t.viK of American aindane has been so ma- 
teriallj* changed of late that it is at first con- 
found»*tl with the Fn*uch Spad; the engine is entirely 
inclosed; the wing arrangement is similar to the 
Spad. and the strut arrangement is identical to the 
French niachine. — Scientific American.
